A Prominent and Former Resident of 
Fort Wayne Dies From Bams

Years ago Mr. Philo Bamsey was a 
resident of Fort Wayne and prominent 
as the proprietor of the then fashionable 
Bockhill house, whioh is now the county 
hospital. 
His son, Henry B. Bumsey, 
was a bright boy and his stadious habits 
won for him an appointment to the 
American naval academy, at Annapolis, 
being appointed by Gongr«?sman Gase. 
He graduated 
honorably 
from that 
school and then served with distinction 
in the navy, occnpying the rank of lieu- 
tenant.. 


While in the service he married Helen, 
the e l ^ t daughter of Hon. J. E. Ed- 
gerton, of this city. Later Mr. Bnmiey 
resigned from the naval service and con- 
dactedahotel ot Laramie, Wyoming 
Territory, while his father, Mr. Philo 
Bamsey, oonducted the Gousins house at 
Omaha. Later Mr. Bamsey, sr., moved 
to Santa Fe, N. M., with his wife, and 
his son, the subject of this sketch, sac- 
eeeded to the management of the hotel 
at Omaha. 


In this capacity he oon tinned nntil he 
sought a position nnder the present ad- 
ministration of President Gleveland, 
in the far west, and would have sao- 
oeedod wore it not for the death of Yioe- 
PMsideiit Heodzioks, who was oigiDg

was on the top or fifth story. 
He ran 
down one flight of stairs and started for 
a street window. Seeing a little girl in 
the hallway he returned, got her and 
jumped with her in his arms on to Bun 
nel's museum.

of his face were burned off, and he was 
severely burned about the body." 


Just contemplate the oncertainty of 
life and the bravery of the man in a mo- 
ment of the greatest danger. 
Thursday 
night he was a guest of the Bichmond 
hotel at Buffalo and retired as happily 
and with the future as bright as any 
man could wish it. 
In that terrible 
holocanst, so graphically described¡yea- 
terday, Mr. Bumsey was a victim anc, 
sustained injories enough to cause his 
death in the hospital there, after the 
most intense suffering, at 1 o'clock this 
morning. 


His wife and daughter are in this city 
the guests of Hon. Joseph K. Edgerton. 
They accompanied Mr. Bumsey here 
two months ago and the grief of the 
widow, who is an invalid, can better be 
pictured in the mind than on paper 
His son, Harry, is in the naval service 
and a year ago started on a three year 
cruise. 
He is now a year out and, of 
coarse, it will be some time before news 
of the awful mibfortune will reach him. 


It was known yesterday that Mr. 
Bumsey was a guest of the ill-fated ho- 
tel and as no tidings of him were re- 
ceived, his brother-in-law, Mr. Sd Edg- 
erton, left last evening for Buffalo, only 
to arrive thare at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, two hours after Mr. Bumsey's 
death. 
His remains will be brought 
here at 6 o'clock to-morrow morning for 
interment and the arrangements for as 
sad and lamentable a burial as ever oc- 
curred in Fort Wayne will be given later. 


Mr. Bumsey was forty-two years of 
age and a near relative of Sheriff Nelson 
and the Messrs. Bockhill. 


Mrs. Bumsey, his orphan children and 
the relatives of a much beloved man, so 
ruthlessly cut down in the prime of life, 
have the deepest and warmest sympathy 
of the whole community in their sad a^ 
fiiction.

the Sharjis bi-eech-loading rifles used 
by John Brown, and seized at Harjiei-'s 
Ferr}', were identified by the number 
Avhich each bore as having been i)ur- 
chased for the Kansas Emigrant 
Aid 
Society, and 2>aid for by a draft on Mr. 
LaAvrence, 
This Avas alluded to by 
JeiTerson Davis, in a 2^nbiic speech, and 
it Avas also intimated that Mr. LaAvrence 
Avould be suriimoaed to Washington, to 
testify before a committee of the United 
States Senate, which Avas charged with 
the investigation of the John BroAvn 
raid. 
Ho accordingly Avrote the folloAv- 
ing letter to Jefferson Davis, Avhich de-

posed to piit aside his OAvn work to read 
the Avork of others. 
It is rare that a 
man of great imagination possesss a 
AA-ell-trained mind. 
Dickens, though in 
many respects the greatest of English 
novelists, Avas, at times, crude in ex- 
pression, and 
never ascended to ele- 
gance of diction. Thackeray wrote Avith 
more finish, but his style is marred by 
French expressions and a too frequent 
use of "prodigious." 
In "Vanity^air" 
it occurrs on nearly- every page. Pro- 
digious is au expre.ssiA'e term, but it is 
not in good taste to shun the society of 
simpler 
Avords and take it up as a 
favorite. 
The adojition of a favorite 
Avord in literature is no more to be ad- 
vised than the adoption of a favorite at 
coiirt. 
Both eventually cost reproach 
upon their benefactors. 
Some writers, 
and esjiecially the admirers of George 
Eliot, fancy that ruggedness is strength. 
This is as fallacious as it is to belieA-e 
that 
awkAvard men are possessed of 
more strength than men of symmetrical 
.shaj)e. 
Macaulay's 
smoothness 
lias 
caused hundreds 
of thoughtless per- 
sons to regard him as shallow. 
A pol- 
ished cane is harder to break than a 
rough .stick. 


The absorbing interest Avhich Ave feel 
in the ;5Teat narrative related by Hume, 
often leads us a\A-ay from a just admira- 
tion of the magnificent jnanner in Avhich 
the rec'.tal is made. 
There are, in the 
English language, feAv better sentences 
than the folloAving summary 
of 
the 
character of ]\iary Qiieen of 
Scots: 
"An emmieration of her ([ualities might 
carry the appearance of a panegyric; 
an account of her conduct might, in 
some parts, wear the aspect of severe 
satire and invective," 
In this sentence 
Ave see tlie character of that unfortunate 
Avoman, 
To name all her good (quali- 
ties Avould be excessive praise; to speak 
of her faults Avould 1)0 undue condem- 
nation. 


In the opinion of the poet Whittier, 
Nathaniel HaAvthorne Avrote the best 
English, and all men must agree that 
he Avrote Avith more purity than any 
other man of fiction. His style has all 
the pleasant humor of Addison 
and 
iiiore quaint of gentleness than the })rose 
of Goldsmith.—Arka7i}<aw 
Traveler.

The shower continues still, 
with twenty years added to the original 
score, and to see fair Erin aright it 
must be visited in mackintosh. 
Thus 
equipped, the gentle deAvs of Heaven 
may be defied, as they fall from a mild 
gray sky, laced hero and there Avith a 
stray sunbeam. 
Immediately on reach- 
ing Killarney the traveler becomes ab- 
sorbed in the great hotel sysAm, which 
is the same in Paris, Geneva, 3iunich, 
and probably in every corner of the 
habitable globe, 
A man is shot dead 
ten miles off in Tralee, but the 
table 
d'hote is conducted on the same safe 
principles as if it were in London. The 
shaggy corner-boys lounge about the 
streets of Killarney as in Dublin, but 
the spruce Avaiters of the great hotels 
do their work in the la.st fashion of 
Italy 
or Hamburg; 
and 
the 
hotel, 
situated in the fairest position to catch 
the first morning rays upon the un- 
ruffled luster of the lake, is as A'ast a 
pile of dollars as energy and ca}>ital can 
make it. 
The lake itself ditiers from 
the great continental Avaters in many 
qualities. 
Tones of pure cobalt take 
the place of the striking yelloAv and 
strong high lights of foreign 
lands.

It is said that, once iu seven years, in 
the dcAV of a May morning, the great 
O'Donoghue rises from his lair under 
the depths, and, drawn by milk-Avhito 
coursers, 
drives 
over 
these 
shining 
gulfs to a cave, Avhere old men become 
young again if they duly light upon the; 
spot. 
Once upon a time, too, all the 
lake Avas a green valley Avatered bA' a 
fairy Avell. 
The Avell Avas closed by a 
largo gray .stone, and the condition b^^ 
Avhich it Avas hold decreed that no o n e - 
maid, Avife, or AvidoAv—should leave the 
spring- unsealed at sunset. 
A girl, duo 
at the trysting-[)lace, 
forgot to close 
the Avell ; and as the sun sot, the Avater 
rose, and Avelled forth no abundantly 
that not only the maiden aJid herlov*!r, 
but all the townsln'i), Ava.s destroyed and 
melted aAvay under the fairy temi)est. 
But, at 
eviining, 
onc(.> every 
seven 
years or so, i)innacle and battlement 
rise from the Avaves; for one 
brief 
minute the lover clas])« his sweetheart 
to his breast, the luna of the spinniiig- 
Avheel and the lowing of cattle rise 
from th<i droAvned settlemeiir, till in 
another instant all is swept away and 
the radiant Avattjrs close again over their 
secret. 
These and scores of other leg- 
ends people the lakes and their sur- 
roundiug hills, side by side Avith tour- 
ists in checked suits and Avater])roofs,and 
Avith the herd of touts on horseback or 
on foot, selling potheen, morning dew, 
goats' milk, coarse knitted socks, inlaid

rOETS or AEW YORK CITY, 
The t\AO poets Avho have done the 
most to preserve the fine traditions of 
their art, during the period that fol- 
lowed Bryant's comparative abandon- 
ment of creative Avork, long before he 
died, are Richard Henry Stoddard and 
Edmund C. Stedman. 
Both of them 
have been absorbed iij great measure 
by employments not favorable to the 
highest phase of inspiration—Stedman, 
in conducting the business of a banker 
and broker, without the advantages and 
ease of Samuel Rogers, and Stoddard 
in accomplishing routine duties as a 
Custom-house official or as the literary 
editor of a daily paper. 
No college or 
university has enlisted them to lecture 
on "belles-letters;" few special honors 
or emoluments have been 
bestowed 
upon them; most of the positions of- 
fered them have been Avorthless. They 
are far enough from enjoying the studi- 
ous leisure guaranteed by 
sufficient 
means to men like Tennyson, Brown- 
ing, Swinburne, Longfellow, Lowell. 
It has never ev<ni been thought Avorth 
while to give them the security of per- 
manent 
Government posts, 
such 
as 
Matthew Arnold, Bryan Waller Proc- 
ter, Lang, 
Dobson, and Goose have 
benefited by in England. 
But these 
facts make it all the moi'e remarkable 
that they should have done what they 
have done. 
Stoddard and 
Stedman 
have served the Muse not only with the 
spontaneous fervor of early manhood, 
but also with the steady faith and en- 
dnrance that alone make action pOB^d- 
149 when 
^ 


must be rewarded to them alone; to 
their nnbrokefn fidelity in ministering 
to an ideal aim, and worshipping the 
beauty and wholeness of true art. 
The 
city with which their careers have been 
identified, which they unselfishly lo\^e 
and are proud of, deserves no credit at 
alL—Hai^^er's 
Monthly. 


LOSSES IN 
LITERATURE. 


The greatest calamity to books in the 
ancient Avorld Avas the . destruction of 
the Alexandrian Library. 
This library 
was in two buildings, one said to con- 
tain 400,000 volumes, 
and the other 
300,000. 
The former Avas destroyed ac- 
cidentally by 
soldiers. 
The 
other 
library Avas subsequently increased, and 
surpassed the part of the library that 
Avas burned, but was finally totally de- 
stroyed by the Caliph Ornan, whose 
naiTOAvness of mind could see nothing 
Avorthy of 
preservation 
outside 
the 
Koran. 
"If these Avritings agree Avith 
the Koran," Ornan is rejiorted to have 
said, "they are useless and need not be 
presei-ved; if they disagree, they are 
pernicious and ought to be destroyed"; 
and the scrolls of tliis vast repository 
Avere distributed to the 4,000 baths in 
the city, and Avere six months in being 
burned. 


Many books of antiquity Avere de- 
stroyed by royal edit, others by de- 
crees oi" councils, and still others fell 
under the anathema of the Pope. 
The 
Roman church has been especially in- 
imical to literature, 
aiid again and 
again' has she attempted to silence all 
Avho op])ose her doctrines and policy. 
Pope Alexander VL ordered all books 
prejudicial to the church to be bmnied. 
Po})e Gregory VII. ordere<l the Pales- 
tine Apollo to be destroyed by fire, a 
library that had been enriched by sev- 
eral emperors. The distinction betAveen 
profane and 
sacred 
literature 
dates 
doubtless from this time, all Avorks not 
sanctioned by the church being declared 
profane. 
The Jesuits quite eíTectually 
stamped exit the literature and destroyed 
the national independence of the Bo- 
hemians by their proscriptions. 


H O A V much has history and literature 
lost tlirough the fauious Indexes ? The 
Index Avas a catalogue of books for- 
bidden to be read. 
Another list, called 
th<; Expurgatory Index, contained the 
titles of books that Avereto be amended 
by the church. 
Catholics, 
hoAvever, 
Avere not the only destructionists. 
The 
Reformers had their bonfires, selecting 
for their prey illuminated manusci'ipts; 
the Puritans 
Avaged Avar on 
popish 
books; JeAvs burned pagan books, and 
Romans Jewish 
books; and in these 
conflagrations, 
while the Avorld has 
been rid of much that Avould be an in- 
cumbrance and an offense to the alcoA'es 
of our modern libraries, yet there can 
be no doubt that religious zeal and 
])artisan s})irit has deprÍA-ed us of much 
va 1 luibIe tre a su rI', 


A valuaole nutuuscript of the book of 
(rcne.sis, l)elonging to the Cottonian 
Library, Avas partially destroyed by fire 
in 
17;] 1. 
This iuanus,>ri])t 
was illus- 
trated 
Avith 250 ])aiuiing.s. 
Of 
this 
number only tAventy-one were saved. 
Classic students lament over the lost 
books of Livy. 
M'e have only thii ty- 
tive books of this author out of 14{». 
Of Tacitus wo hav<; a little niore than 
four books out of thirty, "yet Tacitus 
in fragments i;; still the colossal tor.so 
of history." 
It is impos.sible to esti- 
mate what we have sutlered in the loss 
of Yarro's 
lives of 700 distinguished 
liom.aiis, and Atticus' "Acts of Eminent 
Citizens of Rome,"—-Y. Y. Mail

Ber. Talmage Tells of « Tietorjr Won 


by Hornets. 


B K O O K L Y N , March 13.—At the Taber- 
nacle this moming the Bev. T. De Witt 
Talmage, D.D., expounded appropriate 
passages of 
Scripture. 
He then gave 
out the hymn beginning: 


Must Jesus bear the cross alone. 


And all the world go free ? 
No I there's a cross for every one, 
And there's a cross for me. 


The subject of his discourse was "Sting- 
ing Annoyances," and his textDenteronomy 
vii, 20: "The Lord thy God will send the 
hornet." He said: 


It seems as if the insect world were de- 
termined to war against the human race. 
11 is every year attacking the grain fields 
and the orchards and (he vineyards. 
The 
Colorado beetle, the 
Nebraska 
grass- 
hopper, the New Jersey locust, the uni- 
versal potato destroyer seem to carry on 
the work which was begun ages ago when 
the insects buzzed out of Noah's Ark as the 
doer opened. 


In my text the hornet flies out on its 
mission. It is a species of wasp, swift in 
its motion and violent in its sting. Its 
touch is torture to man and beast. We

SmnetibieB it may be the 
arrogancy: and inconsiderateness of em- 
ployers; but whatever be the fact, we all 
admit there are these insect annoyances 
winging their way out, from the culinary 
department. If the grace of God be not in 
the heart of the house-keeper, she cannot 
maintain her equilibrium, ^ e men come 
home at night and hear the story of these 
annoyances, and say, ''Oh! these home 
troubles are y&ty little things." Thev are 
•mall «8 wasps, but they sting. 
Martha's 
':irves were all unstrung when she rushed 
ia asking Christ to reprove Mary, and there 
re tens of thonsan ds of women who are 
lying, stung to death by these pestiferous 
domestic annoyances. 
The Lord sent the 
hornet. 


These small insect disturbances ntay also 
come in the shape of business ii'ritations 
There are men here who went through 1857 
and Sept. 24, 1869, without losing their 
balance, who are every day unhorsed by 
little annoyances—a clerk's ill manners, or 
a blot of ink on a bill of lading« or the ex- 
travagance of a partner who overdraws his 
accotmt, or the underselling bjpa business 
rival, or the whispering of business confi- 
dences in the street, or the making of some 
little bad debt which was against your 
judgment, just to please somebody else. It 
is not the panics that kill the merchants. 
have seen all the cattle run bellowing from _

the cut of its lancet. In boyhood we used ^fJi^^s comp only once iji t^en or^twenty 
to stand cautiou.sly looking at Ibe globular 
nest hung from the tree branch, and while 
we were looking at the wonderful paste- 
board covering we were struck with some- 
thing that sent us shrieking awa.i. The 
hornet goes in swarms. It has captains 
over hundreds, and twenty of them at- 
tacking one man will produce certain death. 
The Persians attempted to conquer a Chris- 
tian city, but the elephants and the beasts 
on which the Persians rode were assaulted 
by the hornets, so that the whole army was 
broken up and the besieged city was 
rescued. This burning and noxious insect 
stung out the Hittites and Canaanites from 
their country. What the gleaming sword 
and chariot of war could not accomplish 
was done by the puncture of an insect. 
The Lord sent the hornet. 


My friends, when we are assaulted by 
behemeths of trouble—great behemeths of 
trouble—we become chivalric, and we as- 
sault them; we get on the high mettled 
steed of our courage, and make a cavalry 
charge at them, and, if God be with us, we 
come out stronger and better than when we 
went in. But, alas for these insectile an- 
noyances of life—these foes too small to 
shoot—these things without any avoir- 
dupois weight—the gnat, and the midges, 
and the flies, and tbe wasps, and tbe hor- 
nets! In other words, it is the small sting- 
ing annoyances of our life which drive us 
out aiid use us up. Into the best condi- 
tioned life, for some grand and glorious 
purpose, God sends the hornet. 


I remark in the first place that these 
small stinging annoyances may come in 
the shape of a 8eni=itive nervous organiza- 
tion. People Avho are prostrated under 
typhoid fevers or Avitk broken bones get 
plenty of sympathy, but who pities any- 
body that is nervous? The doctors sa^-, 
and the family says, -and everybody says 
"Oh! she's only a little nervous; that's all.' 
The sound of a heavy foot, the harsh clear- 
in« of rf throat, a discord in music, a want 
of harmony between the shawl and the 
glove on the same person, a curt answer, 
passing slight, the wind from the east, 
any one of ten thousand annoj ances opens 
the door for the hornet. The fact is that 
the vast majority of the people in this coun- 
try are overworked, and their nerves are 
the first to give out. A great multitude 
are tinder the strain of Leyden, who, when 
he was told by his phyeiciaiis that if he did 
not stop working while he was in such poor 
physical health he would die, responded, 
"Doctor, whether I live or die the wheel 
must keep going around." These persons 
of whom I speak bave a bleeding sensitive- 
ness. The flies love to light on anything 
raw, 
and 
these people are like the 
Canaanites spoken of in the text or in the 
context—they have a very thin covering 
and are vulnerable at all points. And the 
Lord sent the hornet. 


Again, these small insect annoyances 
may come to us in the shape of friends 
and acquaintances who are always saying 
disagreeable things. There are some peo- 
ple you cannot be with for half an bour 
but you feel cheered and comforted- Then 
there are other people you cannot be with 
for five minutes before you feel miserable. 
They do not mean to disturb you but they 
sting you to the bone. They gather up all 
the yarn which the gossips spin, and peddle 
it. They gather up all the adverse criti- 
cisms about your person, about your busi- 
ness, about your home, about your church, 
and they make your ear tbe funnel into 
which they pour it. They laugh heartily 
when they tell you, as though it were a 
good joke, and you laugh too, outside. 
These people a -e brought to our attention 
in the Bible, in the book of Kuth: Naomi 
went forth beautiful and with the finest of 
worldly prospects into another land, but 
after a while she came back widowed, and 
sick and poor. 


What did her friends do when she came 
back to the city? They all went out, and 
instead of giving her common-sense con- 
solation, what did they do? Kead the 
book of Ruth and lind out. They threw up 
their hands a^d said: "Is this Naomi?" as 
much as to say: "How very bad you 
look!" When I entered ibe ministry I 
looked very pale for years, and every year, 
for four or five years, a hundred times a 
year, I was asked if I WHS not in a con- 
sumption. And passing through tbe room 
I would sometimes hear people sigh and 
cry: "A-ah! not long for this world!" I 
resolved in those tim«s that I never, in any 
convci-sation, would say anything depress- 
ing, and by the help of God I have kept 
the resolution. These people of whom I 
speak reap and bind in the great harvest- 
field of discouragement. 
Some days you 
greet them with a hilarious "Good morn- 
ing," and they come buzzing at you with 
some depressing information. The Lord 
sent the hornet. 


It is astonishing how some people prefej 
to write and to say disagreeable things 
That was the case when, years ago, Henri 
M. Stanley returned after his magnificent 
exploit of finding Dr. David Livingstone, 
and when Mr. Stanley stood before the 
savants of Europe, and many of the small 
critics of the day, under pretense of get. 
ting geographical information, put to bim 
most insolent questions, he folded his 
arms and refused to answer. At the very 
time when you would suppose all decent 
mon wbuld have applauded the heroism of 
the man there were those to hiss. 
The 
Lord sent the hornet. And when, after- 
ward, that man sat down on the western 
coast of Africa, sick and worn, perhaps, in 
the grandest achievement of the age in the 
way of geographical discovery, there were 
small critics all over the world to buzz and 
buzz and caricature and deride him; and 
when a few weeks after that he got the 
London papers, as he opened them out 
flew the hornet. 


When I see that there are so many 
people in the world who like to say dis- 
agreeable things and write disagreeable 
things I come almost in my weaker mo- 
ments to believe what a man said to me in 
Philadelphia one Monday morning. I went 
to get the horse that was at the livery, 
and the hostler, a plain man, said tome: 
"Mr. Talmage, I saw that you preached to 
the young men yesterday." I said "Yes." 
He said: 
"No use, no use; man's a 
failure." 


The small insect annoyances of life 
sometimes come in the shape of a local 
physical trouble, which does not amount to 
a positive prostration, but which bothers 
you when you want to feel the best. Per- 
haps it has been a sick headache which has 
been tbe plague of your life, and you: ap- 
point some occasion of mirth or sociality or 
usefolness, and when the clock strikes the 
liQur you cannot make yotur appearance. 
j?erhapv the trouble ie between thé ear and 
tlw forehead; in tiie shape of a neuralgic 
Kpbo%3û|ii«ee it or. iiympai 


years. It is the constant din of these 
everyday annoyances which is sending so 
many of our best merchants into nervous 
dyspepsia and paralysis and the grave 
When our national commerce fell flat c 
its face, these men stood up and felt in- 
most defiant; but their life is giving w;^ 
now under the swarm of these pestiferous 
annoyances. 
The Lord sent the hornet. 


I have noticed in the history of some of 
my congregation that their annoyances are 
maltiplying, and they have a hundred 
where they used to have ten. The natu- 
ralist tells us that a wasp sometimes has a 
family of 20,000 wasps, and it does seem 
as if everj' annoyance of your life bred a 
million. By tbe help of God to-day, 
want to show you the other side. 
The 
bomet is of no use? Oh, yes! The natu- 


Mst tells us they are veiy important in 
world's economy; they kill spiders and 
:lear the atmosphere; and I really be- 
lieve God sends the annoyance of our hfe 
upon us to kill the spiders of the soul and 
to clear the atmosphere of our skies. 
These annoyances are sent on us, I think, 
to wake us up from our lethargy. 
There is 
nothing that makes a man so lively as a 
nest of "yellow jackets," and I think that 
these annoyances are intended to persuade 
us of the fact that this is not a world for us 
to stop in. If we had a bed of everything 
that was attractive, and soft and easy,what 
would you want of Heaven? You think 
that the hollow tree sends the hornet, or 
you think the devil sends the hornet, 
want to correct your opinion. The Lord 
sent the hornet. 


Then I also think these annoyances 
come upon us to culture our patience. In 
the gymnasium j'ou find upright parallel 
bars—bars with holes over each other for 
pegs to be put in. Then the gj'^mnast takes 
the peg in each hand and begins to climb, 
one inch at a time, or two inches, and get- 
ting his strength cultured, reaches after a 
while the ceiling. And it seems to me that 
these annoyances in life are a mortal gym- 
nasium, each worry a peg by which we are 
to climb higher and higher iu Christain 
attainment. We all love to see patience, 
but it cannot be cultured in fair weather. 
It is a child of the storm. If you had 
everything desirable and there was nothing 
more to get, what would you want of pa- 
tience? Tbe only time to culture it is 
when you are slandered and cheated, and 
sick and half dead. "Ob," you saj', "if I 
only had the circumstances of some well- 
to-do man, I would be patient too." You 
might as well say: "If it were not for this 
water I would swim;" or, "I could shoot 
this gun if it were not for the caps." 


When you stand chin deep in annoy- 
ances is the time for you to swim out to- 
ward the great headlands of Christain at- 
tainment, and when your life is loaded to 
the muzzle with repulsive annoyances— 
that is the time to draw tbe trigger. Noth- 
ing but the furnace will ever burn out of 
us the clinker and the slag. I have formed 
this theory in regard to small annoyances 
and vexations: It takes just so mud 
trouble to fit us for usefulness and foi 
Heaven. The only question is, whether 
we shall take it in the bulk, or pulverized 
and granulated. Here is one man who 
takes it in the bulk. His back is broken, 
or his eyesight put out, or some other awful 
calamity befalls him: while the vast major- 
ity of people take the thing piecemeal. 
Which way would you rather have it? Of 
conr.se in piecemeal. 
Better have five 
aching teeth than one broken jaw. Better 
ten tly blisters than an amputation. Better 
twenty squalls than one cyclone. There 
may be a diflerenee of opinion as to allo- 
pathy and homeopathy; but in this matter 
of trouble I like homeopathic doses—small 
pellets of annoyance rather than some 
knock-down dose of calamity. Instead of 
the thunderbolt gives us the hornet. 


If you have a bank you would a great 
deal rather that fifty men should come in 
with checks less than a hundred dollars, 
than to have two depositors come in the 
same day each wanting his ten thousand 
dollars. In this latter case, you cough and 
look down at the floor and up at the ceil- 
ing before you look into Jibe safe. Now, 
my friends, would you not rather have 
these small drafts of annoyance on your 
bank of faith, than some all-staggering de- 
mand 
on your endurance? 
I want to 
make you so strong that you will not stir- 
render to small annoyances. In the village 
of Hamelin, tradition says, there was an in- 
vasion of rats, and these small creatures 
almost devoured the town and threatened 
the lives of the population; and the story is 
that a piper came out one day and played a 
very sweet tune, and all the vermin fol- 
lowed him—followed him to the banks of 
the Weser, and then he blew a blast and 
they dropped in and disappeared forever. 


Of course this is a fable, but I wish I 
could, on the sweet flute of the Gospel, 
draw forth all the nibbling and burrowing 
annoyances of your life, and play them 
down into the depths forever. How many 
touches did the artist give to his picture of 
"Cotopaxi," or bis "Heart of the Andes?" 
I suppose about 50,000 touches. I hear 
the canvas saying: "Why do you keep me 
trembling with that pencil so long? Why 
don't you put it on in one dash?" "No," 
says the artist, "I know how to make a 
painting; it will take 50,000 of 
these 
touches^" And I want you, my friends, to 
understand that it is these 10,000 annoy- 
ances which, under God, are making up 
the picture of your life, to be hung at last 
in the galleries of heaven, fit for angels to 
look at.

I go into a sculptor's studio, and see him 
shaping a statue. He has a chisel in one 
hiind and a mallet in the other, and he 
gives a very gentle stroke—click, click, 
click! 
I say, "Why don't you strike 
harder?" ^Oh!" he replies, "that would 
shatter the statue. I can't do it that way; 
I must do it this way." So he works on, 
and after a while the features come out, 
and everybody that enters tbe studio is 
charmed and fascinated. Well, God has 
your soul under process of development, 
and it is the little annoyances and vexa- 
tions of life that are chiseling out your 
immortal nature. It is click, click, click! 
I wonder why some great providence does 
not come and with one stroke prepare you 
for heaven. Ah, no; God says that is not 
tbe way. And so he keeps on by strokes 
of little vexations, until at last you shall 
be a glad spectacle for angels and for men.

Columbus, by 
stopping and asking for a piece of bread 
and a drink of water at a Franciscan con- 
vent, was led to the discovery of a new 
world. And there is an intimate connec- 
tion between trifles and immensities, be- 
tween nothings and everythings. 


Now, be careful to let none of those 
annoyances go through your soul unar- 
raigned. Compel them 


to administer to 
your spiritual wealth. The scratch of a 
sixpenny nail sometimes produces lockjaw 
and the clip of a most infinitesimal annoy- 
ance may damage you forever. Do not let 
any annoyance or perplexity come across 
3 0ur soul without it making you better. 


Our national government does not think 
it belittling to put a tax on pins and a tax on 
buckles and a tax on shoes. The individ- 
ual taxes do not amoimt to much, but in 
the aggregate to millions and millions of 
dollars. And I would have you, O Chris- 
tian man, put a high tariff on every an- 
noyance and vexation that comes through 
your soul. This might not amount to much 
hi single cases, but in the aggregate it 
would be a great revenue of spiritual 
«trength and satisfaction. A bee can suck 
noney even out of a nettle; and if you 
nave the grace of God in your heart, you 
can get sweetness out of that which would 
itherwise irritate and annoy. 


A returned missionary told me that 
company of adventurers towing up the 
Ganges Biver were stung to death by flies 
that infest that region at certain seasons.

What would yon say of a 
soldier who refused to load his gun or to 
go into the conflict because it was only a 
skirmish, saying, "I am not going to ex- 
pend my ammunition en a ski/mish; wait 
until there comes a general engagement, 
and then you will see how courageous I 
am, and what battling I will do." The 
general would say to such a man, "If you 
are not faithful in a skirmish you would be 
nothing in a general engagement." And I 
have to tell you, O Christian men, if you 
cannot apply the principles of Christ's 
religion on a small scale, you will never be 
able to apply them on a large scale.

Then 
I would have you lire 150 years, and you 
should not have a pain z,v ache until the 
last breath. "Not each one of us?" you 
say. Yes, each one of you. "Not to j our 
enemies?" "Yes, the only difl:erence I 
would make with them would be that I 
would put a little extra gilt on their walls 
and a little extra embroiderj- on their 
slippers.

thymol, forty of linseed oil and sixty 
of chalk in powder. 
The mask should 
be renewed every twelve hours, and 
comi>resses impregnated with one of 
these mixtures may also be placed on 
the hands, and on any parts of the 
face which tho mask does not directly 
touch.

one is struck by the fullness of social

the most intelligent and progressive 
farmer of the parish, and one of the 
foremost men of the county, reads no 
paper and gets no information on even 
his specialty of agriculture. 
He learns 
less than an average farm laborer 
among uo. 


"But," I said to him, "how do you 
keep yourself posted on the improve- 
ments?" 


""^hy, we don't; we don't improve, 
that 3 all. 
We get along well enough 
as our fathers did." 


"I should think your long winters 
would be a very enjoyable season for 
study. 
What do you all do with so 
much time ?" 


"Oh, we loaf and enjoy our pipes. 
But we also have to work. ' We get up 
at half-past live, light the lanterns, and 
go to the barn and feed the stock. After 
breakfast, at half-past seven, the two 
principal labors of winter are begun, 
viz., hauling wood to keep tiie house 
warm and threshing grain to eat. Those 
who go far for wood start at four or five 
o'clock. 
AVe used to see forty or fifty 
sleds in a line going up the mountain 
at St. Pacome to our wood lot.s. When 
the wind blows we set tlie wind-mill 
going, r,nd thresh grain in the barn. 
After smoking the after-dinner pipe we 
saw wood or thresh or fan grain till the 
chores come again at half-past four. 
After supper the men always go to visit 
a favorite neighbor—for the parish is 
somewhat divided into sets—until nine 
o'clock. 
The final visit to the barn, to 
bed and feed the stock, finishes the day. 
And we don't make much out of read- 
ing.", 


"What do the women do all Avinter?" 
"Oh, their work is never done. 
They, 
of course, keep about the same hours as 
the men. 
After making the fires and 
putting the bieakfast and pea-soup to 
cook, they take the lantern and go to 
milk. 
After the breakfast, the washing 
of the children for school, and the 
sweeping are done, they sit down to 
spin, knit or weave all day. 
Sometimes 
the dog may be harnessed to the little 
sled and my wife rides over to a neigh- 
bor to make an evening call. 
But, as a 
rule, the women go out very seldom, 
excepting to the church. 
Of 
course 
there are days of general scrubbing— 
with spruce boughs for the pleasant 
odor they give—of washing every three 
or four weeks; and .seasons of special 
lai^ors, as butchering before Christmas, 
when meats for six months are dressed, 
and frozen, either on the shelves of .m 
outer room, or in boxes and barrels

ALIEN LAKD-OAVNKKS. 


The Act rorbKlílliiíf Their Ownersliip of 
Kc'al Estate in llic Territories. 


The followiug is the full text of the act 
to restrict the ownership of real estate iu 
the Territories to American citizens: 


Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons not citizens of the 
United States, or who have not lawfully 
declared their intention to become such 
citizens, or for any corporation not, created 
by or unoer the laws of the United States, 
or of some State or Territory of the United 
States, to hereafter aceiuire, hold, or own 
real estate so hereafter acquired, or any in- 
terest therein, in any of the Territories of 
the United States or in the District of Co- 
lumbia, except such as may be acquired 
by inheritance or in good faith in the ordi- 
nary course of justice iu the collection of 
debts heretofore created; provided, that (he 
prohibition of this section shall not apply 
to cases in which the right to hold or dis- 
pose of lands in the I'uited States is se- 
cured by existing treaties to the citizens or 
subjects of foreign couniries, which rights, 
so far as they may exist bj- force of any 
such treaty, shall continue to exist so long 
as such treaties are in force and no longer. 


Sec. 2. That no corporation or associa- 
tion, moro than 20 per cent, of the stock of 
which is or may be owned by any person 
or persons, corporation or corporations, 
association or associations, not citizens of 
the United States, shall hereafter acquire 
or hold or own any real estate hereafter 
acquired in art}' of'the Territories of the 
United States or of the Distiiet of Colum- 
bia. 


Sec. 3. That no corporation, other thau 
those organized for the construction 
or 
operation of railways, canals, or turnpikes 
shall acquire, hold, or own more than 
0,000 acres of land in any of the Territories 
of the United States, and no railroad, 
canal, or turnpike corporation shall here- 
after acquire, hold, or own lands in any 
Territory oiiier than as may be necessary lor 
the proper c)peralion of its railroad, canal, 
or turnpike, except such lands as may have 
been granted to it bj-act of < oiigress; but 
the prohil.itiou of this s^cíiou shall not 
affect the title to any lauds now lawfiilly 
held by anylsxtch corporation. 


Sec. 4. That all property accjuired, held, 
or owned in violation of the provisions of 
this act shall be forfaited to the United 
States, and it shall be the duty of the At- 
torney General to cnfoice every such for- 
feiture by bill in e(|uity or other j>roper 
process. 
And in any suit or proceeding 
that ma3' be commenced to enforce the 
provisions of this act, it shall be the duly 
of the court to determine the very right of 
the matter, withoiit regard to mavters of 
form, joinder of parties, multil'ariousness, 
or other matters not aü'ecting tl)e substan- 
tial rights either of the United States or of 
the parties concerned iu auj' such proceed- 
ing arising out of the matters iu this act 
mentioned.

The gist of the anti-polj-ganiy law is in 
its 
disestablishment 
of 
the 
Mormon 
Church, the increased stringency of the 
means to break up polygamy, and the 
abolition of female sutir.ige in the Terii- 
tory of Utah. 
The iirst live sections ap]>ly 
to prosecutions for bigamy, polygamy, or 
unlawful cohabitation, and make the wife 
or husband a competent witness, but not to 
be compelled 1o testify. The sixth section 
annuls and disapproves all laws of the 
Utah Legislature which provide that pros- 
ecutions for adultery can only ))e com- 
menced on the complaint of the husband 
or wife. 
In i)lace of this it is pro- 
vided that all prosecutions for adultery 
may 
hereafter 
be 
instituted 
in 
the 
same way that prosecuiions for other ( rimes 
are. 
The seventh and eighth sections ap- 
ply to the powers of Court Commissioners 
and of the Marshal and Deputy ^Marshals. 
The ninth and tenth sections apply to the 
marriage ceremony. They require a certifi- 
<;ate, proi)erly authenticated, to be recorded 
in the otiice of the Probate Court. 
The 
eleventh section disapproves and annuls 
all Territorial laws recognizing the capaci- 
ty of illegitimate children to mhcrit or be 
entitled to any distributive share in the 
estate of the father. 
The twelfth section 
disapproves and annuls Territorial laws 
conferring 
jurisdiction 
upon 
Probate 
Couils (with certain exceptions). The thir- 
teenth section makes it the duty of the At- 
torney General of the United States to intro- 
duce proceedings to escheat to the United 
States the projiertv' of corporations ob- 
tained or held in violation of section •'{ of 
the act of Julv, iy('>2—the proceeds of such 
escheat to be applied to the use and benetit 
of common schools of the Territory-. 
The 
fourteenth section regulates proceedings in 
such cases. 
The fifteenth section disap- 
proves and annuls all laws of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly creating or coutinuing the 
Perpetual Emigrating Fund Company and 
dissolves that corporation- 
The sixteenth 
section directs proceedings for the disposi- 
tion of the property' and assets of the Emi- 
grating Ftxnd Company. 
All such prop- 
erty, in excess of debts and lawful claims, 
is to escheat to the United States for 
the 
benetit 
of 
common 
schools 
in 
the 
Territory. 
The 
seventeenth 
se(!- 
tion 
disapproves 
and 
annuls 
the 
acts of the Legislative Assembly incor- 
porating or providing for the Cliurch of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, and dis- 
solves that corporation. 
It makes it the 
duty of the Attorney General of the United 
States to institute legal proceedings to wind 
up the affairs of the corporation. 
The 
eighteenth section makes provisions as to 
the endowment of widows, who are to have 
one-tLiird of the income of the estate as 
their dower. Sec. 19 gives to the I'resident 
the appointment of a I'robate Judge in 
each county. 
Sec, 20 makes it 'unlawful 
for any female to vote in any election, and 
annuls acts in the Legislative Assembly 
which permit female suffrage. The next 
four sections make provisions as to elec- 
tions, 
and 
require 
of 
voters 
an 
oath 
or 
aflBrmation 
to 
support 
the 
Constitution 
and 
obey 
the 
laws, 
especially the anti-polygamy act of March 
22, 1882, and this act. 
Sec. '>r> aiiolishes 
the office of Territorial Superintendent of 
District Schools; makes it the duty of the 
Supreme Court of the Territory to ap])oint 
a Commissioner of Schools. 
Sec. 2»; gives 
to all religious societies, sects, and congre- 
gations the right to hold, through tnietee.s 
appointed by the Probate Court, re;d prop- 
erty for houses of worship and parsonages. 
The twenty-seventh and last section annuls 
all Territorial laws for the organization of 
the militia or for the creation of the Nau- 
voo Legion; and gives the Legislative As- 
sembly of Utah power to pass laws for or- 
ganizing the militia, subject to the approval 
of Congress. General officers of the militia 
are to be appointed by the Governor of the 
Teiritory, with the advice and consent of 
the Council.

justly vexed or harassed in respect thereof, 
or f-hall be preven'ed from purchasing such 
supplies as may there be lawfully sold to 
trading vessels of the most favored nation; 
or, whenever the President of the United 
States shall be satisfied that any other 
vessels of the United States, their masters 
or crews, so arriving at or being in such 
British waters, or ports, or places of the 
British Dominions of North America, are 
then or lately have been denied any of the 
privileges tuerein accorded to the vessels, 
their masters, or crews of the most favored 
nation, or unjustly vexed or harassed in 
respect of the same, then, and in either 
or ail of such cases, it shall be lawful, and 
it si all be the duty of the President of the 
I'nited States in his discretion, by proclam- 
ation to that effect, to deny to vessels, 
their masters and crews, of the British Do- 
minions of North America any entrance 
into the waters, ports, or places of or with- 
in the United States (with such exception 
in regard to vessels in distress, stress of 
weather, or needing sup]dies as to the 
President bhall seem proper), whether such 
vessels shall have come directly from said 
dominions on such destined voyage or by 
way of some port or place on such destined 
voyage; and also to deny entry into any 
port or place of the United States of fresu 
iish or salt fish, or any other product of 
said dominions or other goods coming from 
said dominions to the United States. 
The 
Pesident may in his discretion apply such 
proclamation to any part or to all of 
the 
foregoing named subjects, and may qualify, 
limit, and renew such proclamalion to any 
part or to all of the foregoing named sub- 
jects, 
and 
may 
qualify, 
limit, 
and 
renew such proclamation from time to lime 
as he may deem necessary to the full and 
just execution of the purposes of this act. 


Every violation of any such proclamation 
or any part thereof is hereby declared il- 
legal, and all vessels and goods so coming 
or bein? within the waters, ports, or places 
of the United States contrai y to such proc- 
lamation shall be forfeited to t^ie ITuited 
Sta'es; and such -forfeiture shall be en- 
forced and proceedeil u])on in the same 
manner and with the same effect us in the 
case of vessels or goods whose importa- 
tion, or coming to, or being in the waters 
or ports of the I'nited States contrary to 
law may jiow be enforced or proceeded 
upon. 


E\ery i)erson Mho shall violate )iny of 
the provisions of this act, or such procla- 
mation of the President made in pursu- 
ance hereof, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and oti conviction 
thereof 
shall be punished by a tine not exceeding 
¡51,000, or by iuqirisonnient for a term 
not exceeding two years, or by both said 
punishments, 
in the discretion of

The electoral count law requires that 
the electors of each State shall meet in 
their respective capitals the second IMon- 
day in January followiug their appoint- 
ment, and that if any State has provided 
by i>reviously cnacted laws for the final de- 
termination of any controversey concerning 
the electors, such determination having 
lieen made six days juior to the meeting, 
shall be coui lusive, and shall govern the 
counting of the electors appointed by such 
State. 
The Executive of the State is to 
transmit to the Secretary of 
State 
of 
the I'nited States a certificate of final 
ascertainment of the electors appointed, 
the same certilicate to be delivered in 
triplicate to the eleelors and tr.msmitted 
to the seat of government at the same time 
with the list of persons voted for as Presi- 
dent and Vice President. 
If there 
has 
been a final determination in a State of any 
controversy or contest, it is made the dntv 
of the I'^xectitivo to coniiiiunicatc it to the 
Secretary of State of the I'nited States, 
who is to transmit to both houses of Con- 
gress all certificates recei\ed at the State 
Department in the 
prescribed 
manner. 
The second AVednesday in Eebruary suc- 
ceeding the meeting of the ele.-tors Con- 
gress is to meet iu the hall of the House of 
llepresentatives to receive the certificates, 
the President of the Senate presiding. 
When the reading of the certiticates from 
cach State takes jdace. if there i^ ob- 
jection to any certificate it must be stated 
in writing and the grounil thereof, and 
must be signed by at least one Senaior and 
one llepresentative. 
When all the objec- 
tions to the vote of a State have been re- 
ceived the Senate is to withdraw and the 
objections be submitted to each house for 
its decision. 
No electoral vote or votes 
from any States which have been regularly 
certified, and from which but one return 
has been received, shall be rejected, but 
the two houses concurrently may reject the 
vote or votes when they agree that these 
have not been regularly given by the elec- 
tors whose appointment has been so certi- 
fied. 
In case more than one paper or re- 
turn has been received by the I'resident of 
the Senate, and there arises a question 
which of two or more State authorities de-

two houses concurrently decide such votes 
not to be the lawful votes of the legally 
appointed electors.

The act to provide for the allotment of 
lands in severalty to the Indians authorizes 
the President to allot the lands on any 
specified reservation which is deemed ad- 
vantageous for agricultural and grazing 
l)uri)Oses in severalty to the Indians lo- 
cated thereon as follows: 
' "To each heail of a family, one-quarter 
section; to each single person over 18 
years of age, one-eighth of a section; to 
each orphan child under 18, one-eighth of 
a section; to each other single person under 
18 now living, or who may be born piior to 
the date of the order directing the allot- 
ment, one-sixteenth of a section." 


Where there is not enough land on a 
reservation to allot in the quantities above 
specified the partitioning shall be on a pro 
rata basis in the above jMopoition. 
Where 
the lands are valuable only for grazing pur- 
poses additional quantities can be set aside 
tor each individual. 
Where treaty stipu- 
lations or previous acts of Congress provide 
for allotment in greater (juautities than 
iibove specified these stijiulations shall be 
strictly observed. 
Speeiid agents are to be 
ajtpointed by the President to make the al- 
lotments, the conditions of which are laid 
down. 
I'pon thi- a|iproval »»f the ullot- 
ments by the Secretajy of the Interior he 
is to issue patents in the name of the allot- 
ters, which shall declare that (he United 
States holds the laud thus allotted in trust 
for twenty-five years, the trust to be dis- 
charged free from lucnmbraiices at the end 
of that period. 
The surphjsage of lands 
over the allotment is to lie bought from the 
Indians by the I'nited States and to be dis- 
}iosed of to actuid and bona fide settlers in 
tracts not exceeding iGd acres to any one 
person. 
The sum ))aid by the 
United 
States as purchase money for any reserva- 
tions to be held in (he Treasury for the 
sole use of the tribe or tribes to which the 
reservation btlonged. 
At the completion 
of the allotnit n'.s and ])atenting of the lands 
every member of tlie bands or tribes of In- 
dians to whom the allotments have been 
made shall be subjec t to the laws, both civil 
and criminal, of the State or Territory in 
wliich they may reside. 
Every Indian born 
within the United States to whom allotment 
shall be made, or who has voluntarily 
taken up his residence apart from any tribe, 
is declared to be a citizen of the United 
States. 
The provisions of the act do not 
extend to the tribes in the Indian Territory.

road Company, known as the "Backbone" 
land forfeiture. • The bill confirms the title 
of the New Orleans I'acific liailroad to 
most of ti e land, and opens a small amount 
to settlement.

Frovisions of the Bill Granting: «'ension;« to 
Mexican War Veterani*. 


The 
Mexican pension law directs 4he 
Secretary of the Interior to place on the 
pension roll the names of the 
surviving 
oflScers and ealisted men who actually 
served sixty days with the army or navy of 
the United States in Mexico or en route 
thereto, and the surviving widows of the 
oflScers and enlisted men if they have not 
remarrried. 
Every one of the class named 
above who reaches the age of 62 is entitled 
to the benefits of the act, but no pension 
shall be granted a soldier in the Mex-ican 
war for disability when the disability was 
incurred in the war of rebellion against 
the United States. 
The amount to be paid 
under the act is $8 per month. 
It is esti-, 
mated thfrt the vearly disbursements w ll be 
not less than ^'4,5(X),000.

The agricultural appropriation bill has 
pleuro-nneumonia legislation in it.

A Famous Hunter. 


Now and then a man is seen in a com- 
paratively humble position Avhose fame 
is almost world-wide. 
Such a man is 
Mr. F. 
C. Selous. 
Those who have 
read anything 
of South Africa have 
heard of 3Ir. Selous the great hunter. 
He figures in jn-obably every book that 
has been 
Avritten 
South Africa for 
the past fifteen years. 
He is the most 
noted of African hunters and has writ- 
ten a book on his wanderings in Africa 
that is regarded as a guide to si)ort in 
that jiart of the world. 


Selous rarely gets nearer to the coast 
than Klerksdorp in the Transvaal, and 
his hunting grounds are two months' 
travel north of that little town. 
He is 
always accom}»anied by several negro 
servants, who drive his two great ox 
Avagons and perform the usual duties of 
the camp. 
About once a year Selous 
turns up in Klerksdorp Avith his tAvo 
Avagons filled Avith ivory, hides, horns, 
hunting troidiies, and other products of 
the chase. 
He ia a born hunter. 
Like 
Daniel Boone he loves nothing so much 
as to leave 
civilization 
hundreds 
of 
miles behind him. 
He buries himself 
in the great Avilderness south of the 
Zambesi, Avhere native tribes are few 
and feeble and game is marvelously 
plentiful. 
There he Avanders at will 
shooting elephant.s, antelopes, buft'aloes, 
and other big game. 
He carries Avith 
him a supply of groceries, but lives 
largely on the game he kills. 
When 
he lias loaded his Avagons he returns to 
the TransA^aa?. trading post, Avhcre he sells 
the fruits of his rifle, sometimes 
for 
several thousands of dollars. 
He loatls 
up Avith goods to barter among the na- 
tives, and is off again to the Avilderness 
as socn as possible. 


Selous 
lia.s had many 
adventures, 
soino of Avliich Aveie of a very 
tinpleas- 
ant character. 
In IST'i he Avandered. 
one day. away from liis Avagons, and 
Avas unable to find thoni again. 
He Avas 
not in the game country, but Avas in the 
niidst of a trackle.ss and 
.sun-parched 
Avilderness, through Avhich he Avandcred 
for four days without a i)articlo of food 
or drink. 
On one of 
his cheeks is a 
deep 
scar where a wounded 
bufi'alo 
once tore the flesh Avith one of its horns. 
He hunts over a very Avide range of 
country, and noAV and then 
appears 
among tribes ho has iieA'cr visited bo- 
fore. 
Sometimes the natives are not 
Aery hospitable, but Selous has ijlenty 
of tact, and makes friends wherever liis 
Avanderings tal.e him. 
LoBongula, the 
powerful King of the Matabeli, 
always 
permits 
Selous 
to i)ass through 
liis 
country on liis lumting tours, thouglilio 
often denies tlio requests of other Avhite 
men. 
"Selous, " said the savage Mon- 
arch to Montagu Kerr, "is a young lion." 


(leographers, the Avorld over, 
know 
of Scdous, for ho is almo.st as fond of 
ex})Ioration as he is of hunting, 
and, 
Avliat is better, ho cau accurately 
de- 
scribti what he s<>e.s, and can make a 
good map of any region he visits. 
Once 
in a Avliile one Avill see in some geo- 
graphical 
periodical a map 
of 
.some 
riA^er that Selous has traced 
from its 
source to its mouth. 
It in ahvays an 
atUuent 
of the Lim]K)fo (U* 
Zambesi 
rivers "V of their lai'iier tribiitari-'s. 
In 
this Avay ho has largely exteud^ul liis 
fame, f(;v ho has made liimself iutejeat- 
intr not only to loA'er.s of adventure .^nd 
field sports, but also to men f)f scienoc. 
Selous is a humble hunter and explorer, 
but there is hardly a Avhite man 
in 
South Africa Avho Avould not feel a lit- 
tle pang if any disaster befell him. 
Ho 
would 
bo mourned, 
too, 
by 
many 
thousands of poor black people, and 
many friends ho iieA'er saAv in Enro]>o 
and America AA'ould .speak of him in 
words of kind appreciation.-
